thanks?" '"Thank God," vehemently 
cried .the kiuR, "thank God it is not any 
worse." AndH the year now iwst has 
Iwen to any of yo!> misfortune or calamity 
or bereavement yotf have so many mer 
cies left that yon ought tothankGodthat 
things are no_ .worse witi. yon than they 
re.
